Anderson as Turkey played a cautious game from start to finish, to win 
by concession at- the end of 1914. He forged an initial alliance with Russia 
and Austria* made steady gains at the expense'of Italy and Germany, with Aus- 
trian and Russian help, stabbed Austria at the appropriate juncture, moved on 
to take Iberia from France, and finally declared war on Russia to wrap up 
the victory. -. 

The big surprise of the game was David Hunt as Russia. Hunt, a 15 year 
old. from Adrian, Michigan, was playing in his first major Diplomacy game.

Keep this in mind the next time you see a big tear-jerking story in 
the papers about Bengali Hindus or Syrian Jews or North Vietnamese Catho- 
lics. It may be just good old Markpress, earning another six-figure re- 
tainer. Their next client, according to Sloan, is likely to be- the Prime 
Minister of the Republic of Ireland.
